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The real profile of a UNO student, according to 
the Office of Institutional Research

What does the profile of a typical 
UNO student look like? What are they 
interested in? How do they spend their 
time? 

According to Linda Mannering, 
the director of the UNO Office of 
Institutional Research, 
UNO embraces a wide 
range of students from 
non-traditional, part- 
time students who can 
take up to twelve years 
to graduate, to more & 
traditional students 
coming, straight from 
high school. 

However, one 
thing can be said for 
certain about — the 
students here at UNO: 
“They're quite busy 
people.” 

Every year, 
Mannering and the 
Office of Institutional 
Research compile statistics on the UNO 
student body, particularly the incoming 
freshman and outgoing senior classes. 
This data is gathered through student 
information systems by making: an 
electronic backup, or “snapshot,” on 
the sixth day of the fall semester. 

Surveys are also conducted 
on freshmen and seniors and then 
compared with other institutions 
across the country, These institutions 
include Portland State University, The 
University of Colorado at Denver, the 
University of Texas at San Antonio, and 
several others. 

Once compiled, this information is 
used for many purposes. 

“We report enrollment. statistics 


to a number of organizations, the 
Federal government and Department 
of Education, the Board of Regents, 
and surveys by organizations like the 
Princeton Review, the College Board, 
and U.S. News & World Report.” 

One of the primary uses of this 
information is strategic planning by 
the university. For example, when 


Students working together ona project. 


compared with ten other peer 
institutions, UNO ranked above 
average in academic tuition and 
mandatory fees for undergraduate and 
graduate students, both resident and 
non-resident. 

The most difference between UNO 
and other institutions comes not in its 
tuition level, though, but in the number 
of working students. 

“We knew our students were 
working a lot, but we didn’t know how 
much. Our freshmen were working an 
awful lot,” Mannering said. 

Eight-five percent of freshmen 
reported working for pay by the end 
of their first year, over 77.4 percent 
working off-campus, compared to only 


34.5 percent at comparable institutions. 
Fourty-four percent of freshman work 
over 21 hours per week off-campus 
- that’s almost four times the number 
elsewhere. 

With more high school students 
working, many incoming freshmen 
already have employment. According 
to Mannering, many freshmen forget 
that less time in 
the classroom docs 
not mean less time 
devoted to study, 
so they increase 
their work hours 
when they should, if 
anything, probably 
be reducing them. 

Of course, 
upperclassmen work 
too. A full 95 percent 
of UNOseniors work 
for pay, according 
to Institutional 
Research findings. 
They also found 
that about one-half 
of students say that 
work impacts their ability to study and 
become involved. 

Nevertheless, UNO students seem 
to be able to balance work and school. 
Even while employment levels are at 
staggeringly high numbers, freshmen

. retention is also on the rise, one of the 


highest rates the university has ever 
achieved, approximately 75 percent. 

Other findings of last fall's student 
profile include the fact that most 
UNO students are pretty happy with 
academics. Ninety-two percent feel 
satisfied with their critical thinking 
skills, which has been cited as a top 
goal by university faculty. Additionally, 
nearly 60 percent of UNO graduates 
enter as transfer students.

PostSeptember 11 trauma has heightened 
our awareness of the threat of terrorism. With 
warming levels fluctuating between orange 
| and yellow, everyone seems to be involved. 
It's fitting, then, that UNO joins in. 

The UNO Criminal Justice Department 
is offering a terrorism class this semester. This 
course, designedtoassiststudentsindeveloping, 
an understanding of terrorism as a political 
crime, is being taught for the second time by 
Dennis Hoffmanand isoffered only oncea year. 
Hoffman said that some students coming into 
his class are not realizing the full extent of the 
threat we face everyday in the US. 

“[In my first lecture last year,] I discussed 
9/11 and the impact it has had on all of our 
lives,” he said. “When I finished my lecture, 
it was deathly silent in the classroom. At that 
moment, I think my students realized the 
clear and present danger of another attack.” 

The September 11 attacks will be a 
prominent topic for discussion in Hoffman's 
class, but not the only thing being discussed. 

Some of the other topics discussed in this 
terrorism class include: trends in terrorism; 
definitions of terrorism; how Al Qaeda and 
other terrorist networks justify killing in the 
name of God or some other higher being; 
counter terrorism strategies; the morality and 
immorality of suicide bombings; the costs 
and benefits of torture; the importance of 
diplomacy as well as military operations in 
fighting terrorism; why terrorism works; the 
; civil liberties trade-offs that are happening 
because of the Patriot Act; and the pros and 
cons of the Iraq war. 

On a more local level, the class will also 
; discuss what is being done to defend America 
and America’s vulnerability to various kinds 
of attacks including attacks by terrorists using 
_ weapons of mass destruction.

‘and discussion, Hoffman said his previous 
class also took several field trips to visit the 
| Bioterrorism Institute at the University of 
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week and a half, he had a rough version of the 
site designed and ready to rock. 

But it was a learning experience for him, 
and he admits to having to work out a few 
kinks. Nonetheless, his initial beta version 
of the site attracted thousands of visitors 
and hundreds of members without any real 
advertising. 

The new incarnation of DateUNO 
includes a bunch of nifty features like instant 
messaging, a sitewide mail system, photo 
albums and something called a “hot list” that 
lets users see who's been checking them out. 

Shifting his baseball hat a little, Nietfelct 
eagerly mentions the “matchfinder” feature he 
designed; it’s an intuitive notification system 
that pairs up users based on a variety of 
criteria including age, location, interests and 
more. Over the next few weeks, Nietfeldt 
hopes to add live video chat capabilities to the 
site, which would allow potential lovebirds to 
talk to each other via their Web cams. 

The most intriguing aspect of Date UNO 
right now is that it's doesn’t cost a penny to 
use. In a bold marketing move, Nietfeldt is 
giving the site's services away for free, hoping 
instead that he will be able to draw revenue 
solely from advertisers instead. 
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Hal, Spiderman and The Sweetest Thing.

Criminal Justice class takes an in- 
depth look at Terrorism attacks 


Nebraska Medical Center. 

“While we were there, my students 
were able to participate in real time 
active learning seminars dealing with the 
roles of first responders such as police, 
firefighters and health care workers.” 
Several things set this class apart from others. 
The main one is that the New York Ties is the 
main learning tool. 

“Through the New York Times lesson 
plans, students are exposed to many links to 
valuable sources on terrorism,” Hoffman said. 
“This semester they are completing a series of 
11 special lesson plans that are available online 
through the New York Times’ learning network. 
These assignments require students to do a lot 
of reading, writing and critical thinking.” 

Another thing that is unique to this 
course is that Hoffman uses a write to learn 
approach. Each lesson is specifically designed 
to engage students. A typical class involves a 
lot of interaction where students are allowed 
to share their ideas. 

Hoffman said they often thoroughly 
discuss, debate and even sometimes argue. 
“Generally, students are very respectful of one 
another’s viewpoints to the extent that they 
feel comfortable challenging each other’” he 
said. 

During the semester, students will also 
participate in several case studies. Some 
of these include several terrorist incidents 
such as the sarin attacks in Tokyo subways, 
the Oklahoma City bombing and the 9/11 
attacks, 

Most of the students enrolled in this 
terrorism class are Criminal Justice majors 
though Hoffman said students from a variety 
of backgrounds have enrolled. 

“There are also a fair number of foreign 
language majors and students with other 
majors,” he said. “Typically, students [who] 
enroll in this course are mature, aggressive 
learners.” 

For those that fit that description and are 
eager to learn more about terrorism, this class 
will be an elective option for next year. 


So far the fruits of his labor are beginning 
to pay off. Nietfeldt has hooked up with 
several hip Omaha-area companies such as 
ultramusique.com in an attempt to widen 
his user base and get some cross-promotion 
going. Nietfeldt hopes that DateUNO will not 
only serve as a dating and friendship service, 
but as an online portal for local happenings 
as well. 

Despite all the site has to offer, though, 
Nietfeldt admits that some people still raise a 
hesitant eyebrow when it comes to meeting 
people from the Internet. 

“It was dorky back in the day,” he says, 
smirking. “I remember back in high school 
people making fun of you for that. I think it’s 
more accepted now because more people do 
it. It’s a little safer now, too.” 

DateUNO.com offers a wide range of 
security options, including the ability to block 
users and display only certain information on 
your profile. 

Above all else, though, it seems as if 
Nietfeldt is just having a good time. “The cool 
thing about it is that it's homegrown,” he says, 
beaming. “It’s something that | wrote and I’m 
really proud of that. It's not going to go away 


anytime soon.” 


So hopefully you're not feeling so 
hopeless when it comes to mastering the art 
of Valentine’s Day.

The e-mail prayer chains that 
insinuate that a few small mumblings 
in the dark in front of my computer is 
enough to bring them home safely and 
quickly bother me. There is a certain 
proclivity in this country to pair faith and 
politics lately. Prayers haven't really done 
the trick yet. Now is the time to use the 
political system that was designed by the 
people for use by the people. 

If you are in support of the war, 
join the war. Enlist. Do not be an 


care packages to troops. 
Help the spouse of a 
deployed service member with basic 
things like cleaning gutters, shoveling 
snow, childcare or by being a reassuring 
presence. 

If you do not support this debacle, 
remember that in voicing your dissent, 
respect for the soldiers must be given 
without condition. They’re keeping a 
promise that they made to you and me. 
Some of them are struggling with it more 
than you'd think. (You think it’s hard 
being an anti-war liberal in Omaha? Try 
it in the war zone.) If it is loud enough, 
your dissent may save their lives. Voicing 
dissent is as much an obligation, perhaps 
an even more burdensome one, than 
acquiescing to thecurrentadministration’s 
plan or lack thercof. 

War is complicated. Jt is a mingling 
of hearts and obligatory action. It is a 
place where dreams are eaten in order 
to give life to new ones. It is the type of 
oxy moron that baffles the observer while 
abandoning the participant. It is a place 
that we, as a nation, do not have to be. 
Vocalize your support for the troops. Put 
action behind those words, heart behind 
those bumper stickers and force your 
government to bring them home. 

No one with a pulse and a small 
amount gray matter can discount the 
success of the recent Iraqi elections or 
their value. This foray into the democratic 
scene for the Iraqi people was past due 
and will shape the global forecast for 
years to come. One can draw comparisons 
between these elections and those in Viet 
Nam some 30 years ago. And that panned 
out for the best, didn’t it? 

That does not change the fact that 
we went into the nation of Iraq for very 
different motives. The White House is 
justifying its actions by hyping the side 
effects, like pharmaceutical companies 
advertising the wonders birth control 
pills do for complexions. We did not 
go to liberate the people of Iraq. We 
went there to find weapons of mass 
destruction, which we didn’t happen to 
find. We had no conclusive evidence 
with which to justify the raid. And, now 
we have no conclusion in sight. The 
Bush administration is grabbing at any 
justification it can concoct at this point. 

Henry David Thoreau said, “Let 
every man make known what kind of 
government would command his respect, 
and that will be one step toward obtaining 
it.” 

‘Today, | will say, while exercising my 
rights to peaceful assembly and freedom 
of speech, that an honest government 
with administrators that are capable of 
separating themselves from their wallets 
and churches to make good decisions 
on behalf of all of its people is the type 
of government that will command my 
respect.
